Villa Tropps Turn Juarez Oyer to Car- 
General Expect«fl to Enter 
S: as Political Refugee. 



Plans to Reside In This Country With 
His Wife, If He Is Permitted to 
Gross the Border — Deserted by Some 
of Hip Generals. 

Rl Paso, Tex.. Dec. 21.— Clcn. Fran- 
ciflco Villa has resigned his place as 
leader of tho Mexican revolution and 
has loft Cblhunhua City to find refuge 
In the United States. It is understood/ 
ho and Mrs. Villa will settle down 
here If Villa Is permitted to enter tho 
country. 

SlmuUaneouBly with receipt of this 
news code telegrams have reached 
here from the Villa capital saying 
thut "peace has been declared and 
there will be no more flghtlng." 

On the other hand, It is not gener- 
ally admitted hero thai the revolu- 
tion is ended. Indeed, It is asserted 
that the revolution will receive new 
Impetus from the abseneo of Villa 
and substitution of a leader who is 
said to be Governor Avila of Chihua- 
hua state. 

Confirmation of Villa's retirement 
was brought to federal ofllccrs here 
by Mrs. FYanclsco Villa in person. 
Mrs. Villa, It Is said, declared that 
General Villa had consented to retire 
from the revolution, but only tem- 
porarily, and that he would not come 
to tho United States unless he was 
assured he would not ho arrested and 
subjected to extradition prof^eedlngs, 
as had General Hnerta. 

Should his party not succeed in 
eliminating General Carranza within 
a reasonable time, she said, he would 
seek to return to Mexico and again 
assumo the chieftainship. 

General Villa's determination to 
light the Carranza government "until 
death" was broken, It was lourncd, by 
pressure of his generals, the weight 
of his defeat In Sonora and the coun- 
sel of his -wife. Villa announced his 
decision at a council of his generals 
at Chihuahua City. Ueslgnlng com- 
mand, he snld: 

"I have been surrounded by trai- 
tors and my men will no longer flghL 
I sent 1,500 men to defend Santa Ro- 
salia, and they Joined Carranza with- 
out a struggle. 

"I do not want to aacrlfice you. I 
win go to the border, cross to tho 
United States, If 1 am permitted, and 
there live with my family. If 1 am 
not permitted to do ao, I will go to 
Europe." 

Previous' to renouncing his com- 
mand General Villa was united to 
Mrs. Villa In a civil marriage.

Clowns and pantomime artists per- 
form stunts for tho'chUdren, and these 
are received with much delight. Then 
Italian and Polish singers, as well aa 
those of other nationalities, render na- 
tional airs and anthems.

After the concert refreshments are 
served and gifts and candy distributed 
among tho grown-ups.

The ceremony was performed 
by Dr. Herbert Scott Smith, rector of 
St. Margaret's Episcopal church, as- 
sisted by Rev. James H. Taylor, pas- 
tor of the Central Presbyterian church. 
which Is attended by the Wilson fam- 
Uy. 

After a day of fluctuating lights and 
shades and a wedding morning that 
broke In wild storm the sun shone out 
and made possible tho prediction that 
"happy will bo the bride that the sun 
shone on." 

The wedding ceremony was wit- 
nessed only by the closest relatives 
of the president and of his bride. 

President Wilson and his bride will 
spend their honeymoon at Hot Springs, 
Va. They left Washington at 11:10 
o'clock in a private car attached to a 
special train, 

At Hot Springs they will Uvo at the 
Homestead hotel, where a wing has 
been reserved for them until after New 
Year's day. 

Denied tho privilege of wltnesalng 
the wedding, crowds hung about tho 
White House and the modest home of 
Mrs. Gait during the afternoon. 

As tho White House car drew up at 
the Gait homo the president was rec- 
ognized and tho crowds cheered wildly. 
Wedding Is Very Simple. 
Tho wedding of tho president and 
Mrs, Gait was as simple and aa pri- 
vate aa.it was poaslblo lo make It. Not 
a hint of ofllclaldom was permitted to 
creep Into it. 

The ceremony occupied twelve min- 
utes. 

The entrance hall, which Is small, 
but ia handsomely furnished, was dec- 
orated In a scheme of red and green 
in keeping with tho advent season.

Waahlngton, Dec. 22.— Tho answer 
of the United States government to 
the Austrian .note replying to com- 
plaints mado by Washington ooncern- 
ing the 'sinking of the steamer Ancoua 
and the consequent death of American 
citizens has been forwarded to Vienna. 
It Is as follows: 

"The Secretary of State to Ambas- 
sador Penfield. 

"Department of State, Washington, 
December 11). 1915. 

"You are Instructed lo address a 
note to the Austro-Hungarian minister 
of foreign affairs, textually as follows: 
" 'The. government of the United 
States has received the note of your 
excellency relative to tho sinking oC 
the Ancona. which was delivered at 
Vienna on ■ December 15, 1915, ami 
transmitted to Washington, and haH 
given tho note Immediate and careful 
consideration. 

" "On November IB, 1915, Barou 
Zwledenck, tho charge d'affaires of 
the imperial and royal government' at 
Washington, transmitted to tho de- 
partment of state a report of the Aus- ^ 
tro-Hungarian admiralty with regard 
to the sinking of the steamship An- 
cona, In which It was admitted that 
the vessel Was torpedoed after her 
engines had been stopped and when 
passengers wero still on board. 

"'This admlsalon alone is. In tho 
view of the government of the 'United 
States. BuHlclent to fix upon the com- '' *; 
mander of the submarine which fired " > 
the torpedo the responsibility for hav- .'•' 
Ing willfully violated the recognized .;. 
law of nations and entirely disregard-;''^ 
ed those humane principles which dvr , 
ery belligerent should observe In the 
conduct of war at sea. In view of . 
these admitted circumstances, the* 
government of the United States feelS 
justified In holding that the'detalla of 
the sinking of the Anconp., tfio weight 
and character of tho additional, testi- 
mony corroborating tho admiralty's 
report, and the number of Americans 
killed or Injured are In no way essen- 
tial matters of discussion. The cutpa- 
bility of the commander Is in any case 
established, and tho undisputed fact 
Is that citizens of the United States

n Is a curious fact Uiat water may 
be boiled and frozen at tho same lime. 
The temperature at which water bolls 
depends simply upon the air pressure 
upon Its surface.- U there ho a h^b 
pressure, tho water must bo rendored 
a good deal hotter in order that It. 
may boll than would bo the case at 9. 
low pressure. 

In mountainous regions, where tho 
air pressure 1b a good deal lower than 
at aoa level, water boils easily at a 
low temperature. In cooking voge- 
tables that require a certain degree o 
heat, when the water boils before that 
degree of heat is attained, the vege- 
tables will "not ge^ done • Cons^ 
quenliy. they must bo placed In a 
closed boiler, bo that tho generated 
steam will create sufficient pressuro 
for the water to boll at or beyond tho 
required temperature. 

In the. experimental proof ot this 
fact Uxo water Is. placed In a vossol 
and tho air la exhauated from abov* 
the surface of the water. As theproo- 
ess of pumping continues the ^^ator 
will boll vlolontly. tho steam congeal- 
ing on the sides of the exhaust vessel 
If the pumping la continued for a suf. 
flclenl period, and tho outside Is cooled 
below tho freezing point, the water will 
continue to boll and bubble until U !■ 
frozen Into a snowy mass of Ice.

Castorfl wo know aro cheap. Five 
cents apiece, and four of these fas- 
tened In the discarded legs ot an old 
Uble, bed. or even if these are not 
at hand, four pieces ot square pine 
wood on which you can nail a long 
shallow box. 

This Is really a good stand on which 
to Blip your window plants In their 
pots. Fill tho shallow box half full of 
sand, bed the pots in this sand, which 
abuorbB tho moisture from tho pots, 
saving tho carpet below and sending 
Bomo of it back Into tho plant roots. 
Of course tho box should be painted a 
good color. 

1 have seen for this arrangement tho 
combination of tho legs painted green 
and the box done in lattice llko stripes 
of white and green. Make the box as 
long OB you have room each side of 
tho window (not meaBurlhg just tho 
window space itself), as then one can 
altornato the pots, bringing tho end 
pItB in turn to the middle and direct 

light 

On very cold nighta. as glass draws 
Irost as well as heat, flowers often get 
nipped. A box for plants resting on 
casters Is easily drawn away from tho 
window direct, and can be pushed back 
the next inomlng. 

These castera are also a convenlenco 
when sweeping about the window. Any 
woman who keeps house plants in hor 
room can, herself, make two or three 
window boxes, legs and all, picked up 
from where carpenters are building. 

ThoBO boxes, of courae. are used 
mainly in windows that are kept for 
tho saving of plants for spring, and yet 
they can contain an assortment of 
flowers, which, banked back of a win- 
dow, give an cftectlvo picture of beauty 
to tho pasacr-by as well as to the in- 
mates of tho room. 

For a small window, and one from 
which you muat get light for the room, 
bo sparing of the plants. There is noth- 
ing pretty la a dark room, the cause of 
which is tho window literally hung and 
placed full of all manner of foliage. 

It IB such a mistake to flU np a win- 
dow 80 full ot plants and vines In win- 
ter that one can neither get light for 
reading nor sight of tho prettier world 
outside. A few plants, in a small win- 
dow, artistically arranged, is a much 
happier scheme. 

If you aro buying winter plants from 
tho florist, don't unwrap the roots until 
ready to pot them, but bo sure to givo 



the soil in which. the plant roots are 
bedded, plenty of water— keep them 
literally soaked In water, and by the 
timo you are ready to pot, if It be but 
two hours after, you will find the plant 
wonderfully refreshed.
